"We have learned 
as never before 


during the present world war," 
the 


secretary said, 
"that courage on the 


field of battle is the commonest, as 
well as the most glorious attribute of 
our humanity. The man who, In pat- 
riotic outbursts, hurries to volunteer 
on land or sea often fails to appre- 
ciate the fact that his 
service lacks 


the highest value unless he is trained 
in arms. 
The pathos of human lives 


sacrificed In war because of unreadi- 
ness Is the saddest lesson taught by 
the European war. It is a lesson which 
has served to awaken America to the 
need of. training men." 


The training that produces skin and 


efficiency, said the secretary, should be 
encouraged among naval officers after 
they are graduated If the navy is to 
profit by their services, 


"Another lesson of -the war and one 


needed In America," he continued, "Is 
that industrial preparedness must go

cruisers and other naval craft, and se- 
curing more trained officers and men.

Such, 'however, was not the 
case, and quarter of a century ago at 
this Urns of year, with the saloons in 
full bla_sl. there were more drug- stores 
In Lowell than there have been at any 
time- since. In those days there was 
no sandwich law that made it easy to 
get a drink on the Sabbath, and the 
hotels In selling liquor had to take the 
same chances as were taken by any 
otber no-licensed 
places, and hence 
they were inclined to be careful on ac- 
count of the money Invested In their 
places. Thus, the drug stores, which 
paid only one dollar for licenses, did 
a land office business on the Sabbath. 
The situation relative to the drug stora 
evil in IxwelJ, quarter of a century 
seo, was sized up by "Monte Chrlsto," 
the old Sun's special writer, as follows: 
"Unless the real estate men get a 


move'on and finish up the buildings al- 
ready under construction there will not 
be stores enough to accommodate, the 
local druggists. There Is a new drug 
store opening in Lowell 
every 
half 


hour. We have had a reputation in the 
past as great manufacturers of patent 
medicines, .but Lowell 
will soon be 
known throughout the country as the 
city where all the people live on drugs 
and chemicals and buy and sell nothing 
else. The future bill of fare In Lowell 
will most likely Include Ipecac soup, 
sarsaparllla chowder, fried porous plas-

In the presence of some 
thousands of alumni from all parts of 
the country in the fulfilment of a plan 
which has bec-n next the hearts ot the 
alumni for a number of years. 
The building Is to ixcw (he middle 


of the Charles river basin front of the 
easterly half of the Technology hold- 
Ings along the Esplanade, a half that, 
from trie beginning, has been set aside 
for'student activities. 
Here there is 


already established 
the athletic field 


with a track that is said to be the 
best in the country and here already 
constructions 
are In progress 
to be 


ready In the fall for housing a good 
many of the students In dormitories 
which have all the natural advantages 
of the situation and are in proxuiny 
to the class rooms 
and matters 
in 


which the students will be interested 
in their spare hours. Of the latter the 
Walker Memorial will be the centre, 
geographically as well as socially. 


The Walker Memorial, 
a beautiful 


building which is In harmony with the 
educational group and carries out tho 
same Ideas and the same classic style 
and in the same 
warm-tinted 
lime- 


stone, will be restful to the eye and at 
the same time will be convenient for 
the social uses which the club of all- 
Technology requires. There will be a

the like.

which says: 


"With Us large square fort and bat- 


tlement walls, El Arlsh presents 
a 
much rriors formidable and Imposing 
ippearance, viewed from the Mediter- 
ranean to the north and from the Des- 
ert et-Tlh to the south, than its im- 
, portance has -warranted 
In recent 
yeare. 
Formerly a populous halting 


place for the numerous caravans fol- 
lowing the "short desert route" from 
Egypt to Syria, Jts trade has waned 
materially since 
the 
completion of 


modern railway connections with Jaf- 
fa, Fort Said 
and 
Alexandria. 
The 


town clings to the banks of the Wa- 
dai-el-Arlsh, a £tream which becomes 
a. small torrent after every rain. 
It 


is mofe than a hundred miles south- 
west of Jerusalem and a slightly short- 
er distance from the Suez canal, which 
lies to the west. 


"The recent hostilities in this area 


revive a host of historical associa- 
tions dating as far back as the time, of 
the Pharaohs when this town was a 
place of exile .for political prisoners 
its ancient riarhe being F.hlnokolura 
Its present name is supposed to be 
derived from the custom which ob- 
tained here of 'cutting off the noses 
of malefactors whose death sentences 
hid been commuted.

tion at El Arlsh with the English ad- 
miral Sir William Sidney Smith, where- 
by the French were to be allowed to 
captulate and were to receive safe 
transport back to France This agree- 
ment was revoked by Lord Keith, how- 
ever. 
Whereupon Kleber with 10,000 


men marched. to Heliopolls and admin- 
istered a crushing defeat to the Turks 
who outnumbered him 6 to 1. Had not 
u fanatic assassinated the great B'rench 
tactician on the day that Napoleon 
won the battle of Marengo, the fate 
of French arms in Egypt might have 
been different.

HeldPositions Against 
Great Odds 


LONDON, June 2.— (Correspondence 


of the Associated Press)—The defense 
by the BrKish at the Egyptian desert 
post at El-Dueidar during the Turkish 
ra|d of April 23 deserves to be chro- 
nicled as among the memorable inci- 
dents of the war, according to Reuter's 
special correspondent 
at the general 


headquarters ot the Egyptian exped- 
itionary force. On that 
Sunday 150 


British soldiers held a position far too 
extended for such a small garrison, 
against a force of Turks and Arabs 
six times their own number, says the 
correspondent. 


The location of defense 
Is a small 


oasis in a depression 
in the sandy 


waste about 13 miles east of the Suez 
canal. 
The British had erected 
two 


redoubts and several 
small 
isolated 


posts in the vicinity ot a grove of 
date palms. 
These defenses were not 


completed at the.time of the raid. 


In a mist so thick that the defend- 


ers were barely able 
to discern 
the 


barbed wire fifty feet in advance of 
their redoubts, the attack began at 8 
o'clock in the morning. 
Rifle fire beat 


back the first assault very quickly, ac- 
cording 
to the 
correspondent, 
the 


Turks retiring to reform. 


Capt. Roberts of the Royal Scots Fu- 


siliers was In command. In the absence 
of communication trenches, he was un- 
able, after the mist lifted at 9 o'clock 
to send 
reinforcements, ammunition 


2nd messages to the isolated posts, as 
the attackers' rifle 
and machine gun 


fire swept the intervening spaces. One 
post was .held by eight men, three of 
whom were wounded early in the en- 
gagement. To the extreme right, some 
of the British lay out in the open and 
fought off enemy attempts to reach the 
rear of the defenses. 


Returning to the attack, the enemy 


brought up a mountain gun and with 
it. fiercely shelled the oasis, but, ac- 
cording to the correspondent, the aim 
was wretched and little damage was 
done. From a ridge to the' left a ma- 
chine gun raked the eastern range of 
the oasis. 


The attacking force numbered 120 
Turkish camel corps 
and about 750 


Arabs, together with two mountain 
guns and 50 Artillerymen. 
The Brit- 


ish, 
after 'holding 
'their, positions 


throughout the day, resisted the final 
and "most desperate'attack which be- 
gan at 7 o'clock at 'night, this assault 
consisting of throe rushes. .-When it 
had been beaten off, most of the enemy 
dead were found within fifty yards of 
the British trench, 
one Turk 
being 


fo"und within twenty yards. 
The de- 


fenders had suffered 
a great 
many 


casualties. 


Meanwhile news of the attack 
had 


reached brigade 
headquarters, 
:jeven 


miles away, and two companies of In- 
fantry had been sent to the garrison, 
which they reached about 9 o'clock af- 
ter a trying march through deep sand. 
The officer commanding these 
fresh 


troops had orders to take the offensive 
at the first opportunity and drive off 
the enemy but found that the latter 
was too strong, and further • infantry 
reinforcements were despatched 
from 


brigade headquarters, while two squad- 
rons of Australian Light Horse hur- 
ried up from a place eighteen miles 
away. 


Before the arrival of these last rein- 


forcements, however, the Turks 
and 


Arabs began to fall back, and a Brit- 
ish counter-attack drove off the rear- 
guard, twelve of the enemy being cap. 
turedy .The Australian Light Horse as- 
sisted in the full retreat but were un- 
able to overtake the camels on which 
the enemy wag mounted.- 


The Turks and Arabs lost 70 dead, 


one wounded and-31 prisoners, accord^ 
Ing to the correspondent, who does not 
state the British casualties. The lat- 
ter Included Capt. A. C. A. Brace, of 
the Army Service Corps, the only offi- 
cer of the original garrison killed, and 
Lieut. Crawford, 
of the Royal Scots 


Fusiliers, wounded. Capt. Brace met 
death while trying 
to. rescue 
Lieut. 


Crawford, who was lying on the sand, 
exposed to a deadly fire.

proofs of our neutrality. When 
our 


state department sends out a. note o 
protestation against 'Germany; Bng-

ing back to the first half of the 16tli 
century, they are today a brave, stal- 
wart, athletic race, admired for their 
industry as well as for their courage. 
Most of the Yaquis are to be found in 
the southern part of Sonora, one of 
Mexico's border states, to the south of 
Arizona, 
Here they raise corn, cotton 


and the mescal-producing maguey*. The 
women are expert weavers, while the 
men are always in demand as miners, 
sailors, farm laborers, and as expert 
peavl divers. Most of their trading" is 
done at the port of Guaymas, on the 
Gulf of California, where one of their 
chief articles-of barter is the salt gath- 
ered on the adjoining coast. .-

able that at the present time there are 
not more than 20,000, about 20 per cent 
of whom were transported by the Mex- 
ican government to Yucatan and Te- 
huantepec a few years ago as the 
surest means'of quelling- the-uprisings 
whtch continued to occur periodically.

Daniels today welcomed the graduating 
class at the naval academy Into actual 
naval service with an address coun- 
selling 'a steady continuance on their 
part of the training and studies begun 
at Annapolis in order that the navy, 
dependent upon their knowledge 
for 


efficient expansion and keeping, might 
remain equipped and prepared always 
for any emergency. The secretary told 
the graduates they were coming into 
the navy at tho period of its largest 
expansion and Its highest eificiency and 
when lessons from Europe point direct- 
ly to the need, of trained men In war 
If human life is to be spared from the 
killing of men unprepared 
and un- 


skilled In the science of militarism. 


"We have learned 
an never before 


'during the present world war," 
the 


secretary said, "that courage on the 
field of battle is the commonest, as 
well as the most glorious attribute of 
our humanity. The man who, in pat- 
riotic outbursts, hurries to volunteer 
on land or sea often falls to appre- 
ciate the fact that his 
service lacks 


the highest value unless ho is trained 
In arms.' The pathos of human lives 
sacrificed in war because of unreadi- 
ness Is the saddest lesson taught by 
the European war. It Is a lesson which 
has served to awaken America to the 
need of training men.'1 


Tho training that produces skill and 


efficiency, said the secretary, should be 
encouraged among naval officers after 
they are graduated If the navy is to 
profit by their services/ 


"Another lesson of th'e war and one 


needed in Ar.:erlca," ho continued, "is 
that industrial preparedness must go 
hand in hand ..with 
building 
battle 


cruisers and other naval craft, and se- 
curing more trained officers and men 
Most of the great nations

ly mobilize the resources and convert 
Industrial plants into munition .fact- 
ories as Important as to mobilize men.'

Associations in For- 
gotten Town 


WASHINGTON. D. C.. June 
2.—El 


Arlsh, one of the world's forgotten 
places until the English bombarded It 
a few years ago, Is the subject of a 
war geography bulletin, issued today 
hy the National Geographic society 
from Its 
Washington 
headquarters, 
which says: 


"With Its large square fort and bat- 


tlement walls, 
El Arlfih presents 
a 
much more formidable and Imposing 
appearance, viewed from the Mediter- 
ranean to the north and from the Des- 
ert et-Tlh to the south, than its im- 
portance 
has 
warranted 
In recent 


yoars. 
Formerly a populous halting 


place for the numerous caravans fol- 
lowing the "short desert route" from 
Egypt to Syria, Its trado has waned 
materially since 
the 
completion oJ 


modern railway connections with Jaf- 
fa, Port Said 
and 
Alexandria. 
The 


town clings to the banks of the Wa- 
dai-el-Arlsh, a stream which becomes 
a small torrent after every rain. 
It 


IE more than a hundred miles south- 
vest of Jerusalem and a slightly short- 
er distance from the Suez canal, which 
lies to the west. 


"The. recent hostilities in this area 
revive a. host of historical associa- 
tions dating as far back as the time of 
the Pharaohs when this town • was a 
place of exile for political prisoners, 
its ancient name being Rhinokolur.H. 
Its present name is supposed to be 
derived from the-custom which ob- 
tained here of 'cutting off the nos 
of malefactors whose death sentences 
had been commuted. 


"Some 30 miles, to the 'east of- 


4rlsh 01 the Egyptian-Syrian bound- 
ary, lies ancient IShaphla, now called 
Kr-Rafa, where Joseplius tells us that 
-he Romah conqueror Titus made his 
first stop on his march against Jeru- 
salem. Here also Sargon overwhelmed 
the Egyptians in the eighth century 
before the Christian era, and 500 years 
ater there was fought on tho same 
sands the famous battle between Ptol- 
emy, 
Philopator and 
Antlochus; when 
the charging elephants of both armies 
played such a spectacular role. 
Ot 


hesc great beasts, which had lieen in- 
troduced into Syrian and Greek war- 
fare after Alexander's conquests In 
India, much was expected. The bat- 
tle opened with a trumpeting dash of 
the opposing armoured mountains of 
flesh. Ptolemy's forces commanding.73 
of the terror-Inspiring chargers while 
Antlochus sent into the flay 102. With 
the first onslaught practically all of 
Ptolemy's elephants were captured, yet 
iie won the day. 
"El Arish fell 
before 
Napoleon's 


Egyptian army in September, 179S, the 
credit for the city's fall being given 
to France's 
great genera!. Kleber, 


commander of the vanguard which also 
seized Jaffa and .Gaza. It was durins 
this campaign that Napoleon commit- 
ted the great atrocity at Jaffa, ehoot- 
Ing those prisoners whom ho' .could 
neither guard nor feed, yet whom he 
feared to release. 
After Napoleon's 


departure Kleber concluded a conven- 
tion at El Arlsh with the English ad- 
mlra! Sir William Sidney Smith, where- 
by the French wero to be allowed to 
captulate and were to receive safe 
transport back to France 
This agree- 


ment was revoked by Lord Keith, how- 
ever. 
Whereupon Kleber with 10,000 


men marched to Hcltopolls and admin- 
istered a crushing defeat to the Turks 
who' outnumbered him 6 to 1. Had not 
n .fanatic assassinated the great French 
tactician on the, day that Napoleon 
won the battle of Marengo, the fate 
cf French arms In Egypt might have 
been different. 


"The - admiral Smith whose agree- 


ment with Kleber was disallowed was 
the same British 
officer- .who 
had 


caused the signal defeat of Napoleon 


before the walls 
of 
Acre, a relief 


work for which a. grateful parliament 
voted htm an annuity of a thousand 
Pounds. 


"In the center of the town, of El 


Arlsh is a granite wall with an in- 
scription in hieroglyphics, perpetuat- 
ing a curious legend about the Egyptian 
god Shu. A short distance beyond the 
walls the traveler is shown tha ruins 
of the building in .which Baldwin I., 
one of the Crusader kings of Jerusa- 
em, died in JUS, after an unsuccess- 
ful attack on Egypt."

HeldPositions Against 
Great Odds 


LONDON. June 2.— (Correspondence 


of the Associated Press)—The defense 
by Ihe British at the Egyptian desert 
post at El-Duetdar during the Turkish 
raid of April 23 deserves to be chro 
nicled as amons the memorable Inci- 
dents o( the war, according to Reuter's 
special correspondent at the general 
headquarters of tho Egyptian exped- 
itionary force. On that Sunday 150 
British soldiers held a position far too 
extended lor such a. small garrison, 
against a force of Turl<s 
and Arabs 


six times their own number, says the 
correspondent. 


The location of defense 
is a small 


oasis In a depression in the candy 
v/aste about 13 miles east of the Suez 
canal. 
The British had erected 
two 


redoubts and several 
small Isolated 


posts In the vicinity of a grove 
of 


date palms. 
These' defenses were not 


completed-'at the time of the raid. 


In a'mist so thick that the defend 


ers were barely able 
to discern the 


barbed wire fifty feet In advance o£ 
their redoubts, the attack began at S 
o'clock in the morning. Rifle ftre beat 
back the first assault very quickly, ac- 
cording 
to the 
correspondent, 
the 


Turks retiring to reform. 


Capt.'Roberts of the Royal Scots Fu- 


siliers was In command. In the absence 
of communication trenches, he was un- 
able, after the mist lifted at 9 o'clock 
to send 
reinforcements, ammunition 


and messages to the Isolated posts, as 
the attackers' rifle 
and machine gun 


fire swept the intervening spaces. One 
post was held by eight men. three of 
whom were wounded early in the en- 
gagement. To'the extreme right, some 
of the British lay out in the open and 
fought oft enemy attempts to reach the 
rear of the defenses. 


Returning to the attack, the enemy 


brought up a mountain gun and with 
it fiercely shelled the oasis, hut, ac- 
cording to the correspondent, the aim 
•was Y,-retched and little damage was 
done. From a ridge to the left a ma- 
chine gun raked the eastern range of 
the oasis. 


The attacking force numbered 120

Before the arrival of these last rein- 


forcements, however, the Turks and 
Arabs began to fall back, and a Brit- 
ish counter-attack drove off. the rear- 
guard, twelve of the'enemy being cap- 
tured. The Australian Light Horse as- 
sisted in the full retreat but were un- 
able to overtake the camels on which 
the enemy was mounted. 


Tho Turks and Arabs lost 70 dead, 


one wounded and 31 prisoner?, accord- 
ing to the correspondent, who does not 
state the British casualties. The lat- 
ter Included Capt. A. C. A. Brace, of 
the Army Service Corps, the.only offi- 
cer of the original garrison killed, and 
Lieut. Crawford, of the Royal Scots 
Fusiliers, wounded. ' Capt. Brace met 
death while trying to rescue 
Lieut.

Con- 
cerning this warlike, tribe tho National 
Geographic society has issued tho fol- 
lowing bulletin from its headquarters 
in AVashington:

Last night Mr. Clarke told

which he deemed it wise to make pub- 
lic. Much of the detail he has saved 
for the United States navy alone. 


It Is an invention which will allow 


the submarine to see 
miles 
farther 


than through any 
present 
periscope 


and will make the submersible a far 


tore deadly force than at present. 
Plans are now on foot to secure the 


use of one of the submarines builtby 
tho Fore River shipbuilding corpora- 
»Ion for Great Britain, now 
held 
at 


the navy yard, as Mr. Clarke's labora- 
tory. 
The United States submarines 


are away at maneuvers. 


Prom the description the 
Inventor 


gave last nfght. the device might be 
described as a floating eye. It is a 
periscope buoy, from which a vision 
for many miles 
may 
be 
phototele- 


phi»d over a cable to the submarine. 


The periscope on the 
buoy can 
ba 


raised much higher out of water than 
can a iiubmarine 
periscope, 
with 
a 


consequently wider range of observa- 
tion. 


The periscope will have an 
instan- 


taneous vision in" all directions, 
and 


this vision can be transmitted by ca- 
ble to l.he submarine a. mile or more 
distant from the buoy, 
according 
to 


Mr. Clarke. Once the submarine com- 
mander has picked up the exact loca- 
tion of an approaching ship the cable 
connection can be dropped, 
so 
that 


the submarine is not confined for tor- 
perio uctlon to the radius of its cable. 


TTVO difficulties 
in 
the 
inventor's 


mind when he submitted his idea, to 
Naval Constructor Baxter and others 
at the navy yard were 
cleared 
up 


by them, he says. 
The possibility of 


detection was one; the other was the 
problem of stability for 
the

periscope. 


The officials suggested that dummy 


periscopes be placed In the sa.me wa- 
ters with the actual 
periscope, per- 


haps one to four or five dummies. Tha 
inventor's plans include a 
device for 


controlling the height of the periscope

carried out a wise and definite pro-

preparedness and foreign policy. The 
party will be continued in power to 
mature ils program, he predicted. 


Referring briefly to politics In Ohio, 
his home state, the secretary express- 
ed the hope that the present republi- 
can administration "characterized 
by 


feebleness and uncertainty" would be 
replaced by the democrats next year 
and that special attention would be 
given to relieving the financial-strin- 
gency o£ Ohio cities. 
Secretary Baker 
praised 
President 


Wilson for pressing enactment of the 
federal reserve and rural credits sys- 
tems, tariff reduction, for 
imholdlng 


American ideals in dealing with Mex- 
ico, and for steering the United States 
away from participation In the Euro- 


pean war. He expressed satisfaction 
tliat the preparedness program 
had 


been moderate. 


Attacking the republican party, Sec- 


retary Baker said: 
"To speak of a man as a republican 


today identifies him with 
no 
cause, 


ascribes to lilm iio 
opinion; 
and 


whether it sfilliates him with progres- 
sives or reactionaries cr both cannot 
bo told until after the national con- 
vention In Chicago next week." 


He declared that Senator Harding 


of Ohio, who will preside at the re- 
publican convention, represents 
one 


faction which believes 
the

should be tho issue in 
the 
coming 


campaign, while other republicans fa- 
vor an attack on the foreign policy of 
tho present 
administration. Opposi- 


tion camps are divided into those who 
believe the administration has been 
too bellicose and those who fear it has 
been too peace-loving, he said.

secretary continued,

If human life Is to be spared from the

"We have learned 
as never hcfore 


during the present world war," 
the 


secretary said, "that courage on the 
field ,of battle is tho commonest, as 
well as the most glorious attribute of 
our humanity. The man who. in pat- 
riotic outbursts, hurries to volunteer 
on land or sea. often fails to appre- 
ciate the fact that his 
service tacks 


the highest value unless he is trained 
In arms. . The pathos of human lives 
sacrificed In war because of unreadi- 
ness is the saddest lesson taught by 
the European war. It Is a. lesson which 
has served to awaken America'to the 
need of training men."

Held Positions Against 
Great Odds 


LONDON, June 2,—(Correspondent 


ot the Associated Press)—The defense 
by the Brllish at Ihe Egyptian desert 
post at El-Due!dar during the Turkish 
raid ot April 23 deserves to be chro- 
nicled as among the memorable inci- 
dents of the war, according to Reuter's 
special correspondent 
at the general 


headquarters of the Egyptian exped- 
itionary force. On that Sunday 150 
British soldiers held a position far too 
extended for such a small garrison, 
against a force of Turks 
and Arabs 


six times their own number, says the 
correspondent. 


The location of defense 
is a small 


oasis in a depression 
in the, sandy 


waste about 13 miles east of the Suez 
canal. 
The British had erected 
two 


redoubts and several 
small 
isolated 


posts In the vicinity of a. grove oi 
date palms. These defenses were not 
completed at.the time of the raid. 


In a mist so thick that the defend- 


ers were barely able 
to discern thi 


barbed wire fifty feet in advance o 
their redoubts, the attack began at 8 
o'clock in the morning. Rifle fire beat 
baftk the first assault very quickly, ac- 
cording 
to tha 
correspondent, 
the 


Turks retiring to reform. 


Capt. Roberts of the Royal Scots Fu- 


siliers was in command. In the absence 
of communication trenches, he was un- 
able, after the mist lifted at 9 o'clock 
to send 
reinforcements,' ammunition 


and messages to the isolated posts, as 
the attackers' rifle 
and machine gun 


fire swept the intervening spaces. One 
post was held by ejght men, three of 
whom were-wounded early in the en- 
gagement. To the extreme right, some 
of the British lay out in the open and 
fought off enemy attempts to reach the 
rear of the. defenses. 


Returning to the attack, the enemy 


brought up a mountain gun and with 
it fiercely shelled the oasis, but. ac- 
cording to the correspondent, the aim 
was wretched and little damage was 
done. From a ridge to the left a ma- 
chine gun raked the eastern range o£ 
the oasis. 


The attacking force numbered 120 


Turkish camel corps 
and about 750 


Arabs, together 
with two mountain 


guns and 60 artillerymen. 
The Brit- 


ish, after 
holding- 
their 
positions 


throughout the day, resisted the final 
and most desperate attack which be- 
gan at 7 o'clock at night, this assault 
consisting of three rushes. When it 
had been beaten off. most of the enemy 
dead were found within fifty yards ol 
the British trench, 
one Turk 
being 


found within twenty yards. 
The de- 


fenders had suffered 
a 'great 
many 


casualties. 


Meanwhile news of the attack 
had 


reached brigade headquarters, seven 
miles away, and two companies of in- 
fantry had been sent to the garrison, 
which they reached about 3 o'clock af- 
ter a trying march through deep sand. 
The officer commanding these 
fresh 


troops had orders to take the offensive 
at the first opportunity and drive off 
the enemy but foun"d that the latter 
was too strong, and further infantry 
reinforcements were despatched 
from 


brigade headquarters, while two squad- 
rons of Australian Light Horse hur- 
ried up from a place eighteen miles 
away. 


Before the arrival of these last rein- 


forcements, however, the Turks 
and 


Arabs began to fall back, and a Brlt- 
ish counter-attack drove off the rear- 
guard, twelve of the enemy being cap- 
tured. The Australian Light Horse as- 
sisted In the full retreat bnt were un- 
able to overtake the camels on which 
the enemy was mounted. 


Tho Turks and Arabs lost 70 dead, 


one wounded and 31 prisoners, accord- 
ing to the correspondent, who does not 
state the British casualties. 
The lat- 


ter included Capt. A. C. A. Brace, of 
the Army Service Corps, the only offl- 
cei" of the original garrison killed, and 
Lieut. Crawford, of the Royal Scots 
Fusiiiers, wounded. 
Capt. Brace met 


death while trying to rescue 
Lieut. 


Crawford, who was lying on the sand, 
'exposed to a deadly fire.

as perfume In soap. They are common 
components of .liniments and 
other 


medicinal preparations. 
Cedar oil is 


chiefly used .in tho preparation ot in- 
secticides, and, to 
some

Investigations of the yield and the 


value of the oil obtainable from some 
of our southern and western trees have 
heen made by the forest service partly 
with a view to the possible utilization 
of waste material left after lumbering 
in the national forests.

Here they raise corn, cotton 


and tho mescal-producing maguey. The 
women are expert weavers, while the 
men are always In demand as miners, 
sailors, farm laborers, and as expert 
pearl divers. 
Most of their trading is 


done at the port of Guaymas, on the 
Gulf of California, where one of their 
chief articles of barter IK the salt gath- 
ered on the adjoining coast.
